During April, May, and June 1952 each of the three advanced detachments of 
the MSS will recruit 20 local persons each month for penetration operations 
im South Korea, The recruiting program will concentrate on Scuth Korean 
Labor Party members who went to North Korea after 25 June 1950, persons 
familiar witha the geography of South Korea, ard thoroughly investigated 

ani) inioctrimated prisoners of war. The propaganda departments of the 
county labor parties will select possible agents and inform the county 
detachment of the MSS of the names of the persons suggested. The director 
of the propaganda departmert and a representative of the MSS will speak 
with each person on the favorable commercial prospects if an armistice 

is concluded and the need in North Korea cf diesel oil and gasoline if these 
commoiitics can be brought to Chinnamp'’s. The two officials will also ask 
if the person is interested in establishing a trading business in South 
Korea. Detaile on the type of firm the agent is to establish will be pro« 
vided. at a later meeting. Each person selected will receive no intelligence 
mission wxtil he has returned to North Korea twice with barter items. Each 
agent, to be kept under constant surveillance until considered completely 
trustworthy, will be absorbed gradually into the work of his final assignment,
